: '» SEASON (871, 

Addressed bythe Conneil of the Association 
of Silk Merchants at-Lyous to the Shanghai 
vhauiber-of Commerce + y 


At its Gooera! Meeting on the 6th February, 
1872, the Assaocintion of Silk Merohunta . at 
Lyons .baving under consideration ‘the dete. | 
viorution ii quality of Chinese Silke, of tho crop 
of- 1871, appointed a-cominittes composed of 
SEM. Chamonard, Arles-Dufour, Chartrou, Mil. 
som and Lacroix, with instractions to inves- 
f  aaalge 

‘The annexed Report was presented to the 
Council of the Silk Merchants, and unanimously 
adopted, at ita meeting of the 2nd April, 1872. 

In the month of August, 1471, the Lyons 
nurket had. been for a_loig..time.uneupplied 
with Ohintesa silks of good quality, so that they 
received with matiafaction those of the new crop, 
the quality of which-was declared to be very 
good. The sorting, indeed, wae not quite all 
that could be wished, in consequence, doubt: 
lose, of the liste -of the Cbinese, «mere. 
chants: to deliver with all despatch into the 
Shanghaj warket the firet stlke spun, but it was 
hoped, in accordance-with tho advices und oir- 
culars of the Exportere that the invoices that 
were to follow would be better prepared. 

Tnfortonately this did not turn out to be the 
oase; on, the contrary, the successive arrivals 
were composed of ail leas and Jess good as to 
quality, and worse and worse sorted. 

Thus ib bappowed that after the reccipt of 
the first. parcels, the preat bulk of the silks, and 
especially of the Teatlee, was found mixed to a 


Sonseq aenoe of want of attention. to the spin. 
ning, from the'mixture of inferior booka.in the 
packing, and fromthe-depreciation.of the chops,
